The references submitted herewith were 
uncovered as a result of a recent patent search conducted by the Applicant. It is the opinion of the 
Applicant and undersigned that each of the claims presented in the instant application are patentably 
distinguishable over the submitted references. 

European Patent Application No. EP041 8708B 1 and Japanese Patent Publication No. 06285786JP 
are both non-English documents; however, English abstracts are provided for each. As presently 
understood by the Applicant and undersigned, European Patent No. EP04 1 8708B 1 discloses an apparatus 
and process utilized for the remote-controlled positioning of an inspection device relative to an object under 
inspection through the use of a camera device. 

Japanese Patent Publication No. 06285786JP similarly utilizes a camera positioned in the vicinity 
of a robot to control the robot operation, whereby the camera's relative position to the robot is 



maintained irrespective of the working range of the robot. Again, none oHuch patents, either alone, or 



in combination, are believed to anticipate the claims of the instant application.
